Apanhei-te Cavaquinho Ernesto Nazareth 
This is a “Brazilianized polka.” Polka was a key antecedent to maxixe and later samba. 
This progression is illustrated in the arrangement. 


Matuto : Ernesto Nazareth 
Maxixe was initially a dance that developed from polka. It later became codified as a musical genre 
that was often called “Brazilian tango.” 


Jura Sinhd 
This is a saniba-maxixe that was composed in 1928. This song exemplifies carly samba, 
which was rhythmically very similar to maxixe. 


Vou Vivendo Pixinguinha 
Choro was initially a manner of performing dances such as polka and maxixe. 
Over time it developed into a genre unto itself. “Vou Vivendo” is an example of the genre, choro. 
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Se Vocé Jurar Ismael Silva and Nilton Bastos 
Beginning in the 1930s samba as it is performed today began to coalesce. This samba was an important part of the process. 


Aquarela do Brasil Ary Barroso 
This is the first samba to become known worldwide. It’s name was simplified to “Brazil.” 


Delicado Waldir Azevedo 
This is baido, a music and dance from Brazil’s northeast. This song was recorded by Stan Kenton and made Azevedo, 
and his instrument, the cavaquinho, famous outside of Brazil. 


Noites Cariocas Jacob do Bandolim 
This is a “sambafied” choro that is typically used as a vehicle for improvisation.

This song was co-composed and recorded by Canadian astronaut Chris Hadfield and Barenaked Ladies group singer Ed Robertson 
before Hadfield went into space in December 2012. He is now in charge of the International Space Station (I.S.S.) hence the name of 
the song. On Music Monday (May 6, 2013) musicians and groups from all over Canada will perform this song live, and some will be 
connected with Chris Hadfield and the I.S.S. via NASA’ video links!

Pan in A Minor is one of the “classics” of steel pan, performed by groups from Trinidad to Switzerland and everywhere in between.

Listen for the chromatic 
rans and exciting rhythmic variations, a requisite in the Trinidad Panorama arrangements.

Cessa Tudo Lamartine Babo 
Cessa Tudo is a choro influenced work with a quasi-chamber music arrangement by Radamés Gnattali. 
This version comes from a 1959 recording by Jacob do Bandolim and his group “Epoca de Ouro”. 
Tonight we feature guest artist Henrique Cazes on cavaquinho. 


Baiao . _ Luiz Gonzaga & Humberto Teixeira 
The title of this work is also the name of the style, baido, and comes from the north-east of Brazil. It was a big hit for composer Luiz 
Gonzaga in. the latter 1940s. Featuring Alicia Howard on vocals. 

Samba Batucada Traditional 
This is an all-percussion style of samba that is traditionally performed while parading through the streets in cities and towns in Brazil 
during the annual Carnaval celebration. 


Sonhar Nao Custa Nada Paulinho Mocidade, Dico da Viola, Moleque Silveira 
This work is a typical samba enredo written to be performed at Carnaval. “Sonhar Nao Custa Nada” (Dreaming Has No Price) was 
the theme song for the samba school Mocidade Independente, based in Rio de Janeiro, in 1992.
